the critic saya at-onco of his translation that 
*¢ it bears fullevidence of having procecded 
from the pon of a master.” The point of 
special interest at this moment is, however, 
the comparison made between his version 
and that of Mr Aubertin, which elucidates 
the idea that I suggested Jast. year under 
this head, and more fully communicated to 
Mr Swinburne by letter, in viow not only 
of the axiom—that nono but a poet can 
translate a post—but of certain redem- 
blances of figurative construction, and even

. different: translations . . . In thesa

tain Burton calls attention to what he 
terms ‘the linguistic medley .of the ori-

The firat session of the third annual 
meeting of the Chinese Religious Tract 
Society was held yesterday afternoon (1st) 
at the Rev, Dr Allen’s Chapel..’ This pretty 
little. building was well filled with one of 
the most intelligent audiences’ of ‘native 
Christian that ever assembled in. Shanghai. 
Dr Allon presided and conducted the devo- 
tional exercises, which were followed by 
&n appropriate opening address, which in 
turn was succeeded by speeches from the 
Rey, ¥, K. Yen, of St: John’s College; and 
the Rov, Messrs Bau, and Wong, pastors 
in the Presbyterian and Baptist Churches, 
From tho report of the Secretary, the Rev. 
J. MW. Farnham, -D.D., it appeared: that 
thirty-two agents have been appointed in 
different parts of the Empire, and nearly all 
have accepted the trust, taken charge ‘of the 
publications. of tho Society, and pledged 
themselves + do all they can to promote its 
interesta: Five auxiliary. societies - have 
been organised, including one for the 
province of Shansi. 171,180 copies of books. 
and. tracts ‘have been sent forth, making 
an .aggregate of 1,988,400 pages. The 
receipts, including donations, amount to 
$615.87, and the expenditure, in¢ludin 
bills still duu for printing and grants in ai 
of the work, amount to $1,046.16. 

It is rumoured that H.M.’s gunboat 
Lapwing is expected here shortly, and that 
while she ia in port un inquiry will le 
held into the circumstances. of ‘the collision 
she had with the 0.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer 
Hochanig, whereby the latter vessel was 
sunk. 

By tho M. B. Co.'s steamer Takasago 
Muru, Chief Justice and Mrs French left 
yesterday (4th) for Kobe, Mr E, G. Vouille- 
inont, President of the French Municipal 
Council, left for Yokohama, and Mr J. E. 
Roding, late Consul for Russia-at this port,

We henr that the foreign Ministers at 
Peking ‘ure favourably disposed to the 
schome for an Internstional Exhibition at 
Shanghai in 1882, and that’ they have 
promised ‘their assistance should it be 
required. Not.only have Messrs Hall ond 
Hutz, tho’ promoters of the enterprise in 
Shanghai, enlisted. the good opinion of the 
forvign Ministors, but we slso hear that 
Mr Robert Hart, Inspector-General of 
Customs, has expressed himself in terms 
which conveyed the impression that the 
schemes had his good wishes and cordial 
support. Witte these assurances many of 
the doubts as to the proposed International 
Exhibition at- Shanghai: next year becoming 
un fait accompli are removed. .

Therefore 
yesterday all the Consuls hada mecting at 
the British Consulate to decide what waa to 
be done, and to convince the Customs 
Taotai. that he was wrong; but he stills 
scems determined that~he is’ right and 
evorybody else wrong, This “is another 
proof ‘of his Cantonese determination that 
che only is infallible, and all the rest are 
wrong, as in the Russian tga. business, in 
which -he thinks’ he is still ‘able to prove 
that\seven-tentlis are sold to the Mongols ; 
and relying-on his Yamén officials’ state- 
ment, he thiouzht he had a good opportunity 
to prove it through this tea detained by his 
underlings, but he will find out that before 
lang: the Yany Kwei-tzi’s,- a8 he terms 
foreigners, have more wisdom ‘than his 
brains contain.

Deceased waa taken jll 
shortly after leaving Hongkong, and was 
brought ashore upon arrival here on Thurs- 
doy, the 21st, at which time there was 
searcely any hope of his recovery. 

Tho torpedo lost by the Irun Duke whilst 
out practising several months ago, has been 
accidently fished up from the bottom, about 
five miles outside the lighthouse, by some 
native fishermen.

Mr Fungna was successful for the Criterion 
Stakes with Prejudice, the Champion pony 
of the last meeting ;-Mr Low's Ktaadn, a 
last. seuson’s paper hunter, ran awdy with 
the two inile and a-half race for the Yang- 
taze Stakes, and Aolus, otherwise vulgarly 
termed the * Bucketing Society,” won the 
Fanner’s Cup with £ast Wind. - Thus the 
honoursof the day were pretty fairly divided, 
Mr Bill having the'lion’s share; while 
Mr Ten Broeck and Mr Fernando are the 
two most noteworthy ownets whose ponies 
are not placed first.

THE RETIRING CHIEF. JUSTICE, 
SIR JOHN-SMALE. 
The Hiogo News of the 22nd \April has 
the following notice of the. ceremonies 


. attending: the departure. of Sir John Smale © 


from the scene of his long Inboura hore : 


On the 8th of April instant, the Chief . 
Justice of Hongkong, Sir John Smale, took . 
leave of the Court over which he has so long 
presided. The China Mail contains a full 
account of the proccedings on the occasion, 
and from ‘it we learn that, as was only _ 
natural under the circumstances, there’ was 
present an unusually large gathering‘ of 

arristers, sulicitora, ‘officials of the Court 
and others, mahy of the outaide public being . 
probably attracted by the fact that the de- 
cision was to be then given which effectually 
extinguished the project of John Pitinan, 
Esquire, to‘rehabilitate his social status in 
Hongkong_through the medium of the 
Court, After judgment was delivered, the 
Attorney Goneral addressed His Lordship, 
and briefly reviewed his long and valuable 
labours in the East. In 1861 Sir John 
Smale entered the public. service as At- 
torney Genoral of Hongkong, aond-- five 
-years afterwards took’ hia seat on the Bench 
as Chief Justice, Thus for twenty Yoars ~ 
His Lordship has been actively engaged in 
the service. of the colony. | It- would be 
futile to assort that during this lengthened .° 
period Sir John Smale ‘has’ committed no 
errors, or done nought to justifiably arouse 
adverse ‘oriticiem—any ‘such’ claim would 
infer the possession of superhuman virtues, 
But at the same time it is impossible to 
uestion the almost judicial accuracy of 
the Attorney General's, remiarks, when he 
stated. that ‘no one could have luoked at.
